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A QUARTER CENTURY AGO 


Coming down 
on a car 
from the 


Highlands a few days ago. former Mayor 
Fred W. Farnham, as the cur passed 
th« Highland 
(school 
which 
Is now 


crowded to the attic, and must have 
more space, grew reminiscent and re- 
marked: 


/'How quickly time files and how 


conditions change with the flight of 
time. 
It seems only a few years 


ago that Fred Woodles, then a member 
of the school board, decided to locate a 
grammar school right on that spot and 
his announcement was followed by a 
veritable storm of criticism againbi his 
apparent poor judgment. 
He was 


ridiculed for wanting to locate an ex- 
pensive school building 'out in the 
woods' in the Highlands, and the crit- 
ics averred that there would never be 
a sufllclent number of children in that 
locality to half Rll such a building. 
But he won his point and the school 
was placed there despite the criticism, 
and now only quarter of a century 
afterward, not only has another large 
school been put up in the immediate 
neighborhood but it has become neces- 
sary -to enlarge the old building to ac- 
commodate the demand being made 
upon It. 


he tanks are siphoned Into two large 
anks or reservoirs placed at the side 
of the building, one of whldi hoids 6000 
gallons and the other 5000. 
From 


these reservoirs the oil is pumped into 


small tank containing 200 gallons, 


which is located near the boiler and 
from this last tank It Is poured through 
the burners at a pressure of n pounds 
by an air pump which also supplies the 
jets of air used to spray the oil as it 
ssues from the burners. 
Col. Dtmon 


estimates that the actual saving from 
the new method of-producing power 
,vas IS per cent of the total cost in- 
curred. 
The use of oil also obviates 


the necessity of keeping the lires going 
all night and on Sunday, which Is an- 
other source of saving. 
The esti- 


mated cost of producing power Is about' 
ten cents per day of ten hours for each 
horse-power or one cent an hour." 


The experiment was also tried In the 


Tremont & Suffolk mil's at that time, 
with success. 


Tke Introduction of Oil 


The Cartridge shop these days, is on

tridge company and there oi! is at pres- 
ent used for fuel to the exclusion of 
coal and with the most. satisfactory 
results. 
The oil used is crude petro- 


leum and the cruder the belter, as It 
appears that the coarser the quality 
ofMhe oil, the greater its heat-pro- 
ducing qualities. 
The oil is forcibly 


ejected from jets Into a carity in the 
bottom of the boiler where the coal 
ordinarily would he placed, but before 
it emerges from the ,jct or burner it 
meets another jet conveying air un- 
der pressure of heated steam, and the 
air or steam issuing along with the oil. 
forces it out in the form of fine spray 
which Ignites as soon as it reaches 
the boiler. 
This spraying process is 


most Important and without it the sys- 
tem . would not be practicable. 
The 


spray being diffused over a larjre area, 
the flame consequent on its Ignition is 
spread over a correspondingly large 
surface and the result is .1 most in- 
tense heat, far more so than that pro- 
duced by coal. 
The Cartridge com- 


pany receives its oil direct from the oi! 
wells in large Iron tanks on platform 
cars. . Each of these tanks holds 6000 
gallons and when they arrive in the

today is the picot edge and you can 
do it on the machine as easily as any- 
thing. 
"To make a hem baste a strip of the 


material to the portion of

ment, cutting it 
the desired 
width. 


Then place several 
thicknesses of 


newspaper between. When the material 


is firm basting is unnecessary as the 
seams can be laid together, but in the 
case of a material as fragile as chiffon 
it must be .properly basted. Otherwise 
it will pucker and draw. 


"Now put under the 
machine 
and 


scam, using a loose stitch. The paper 
can be taken away and the material 
drawn.gently apart, when a 
row of 


stitches closely resembling hemstitch- 
ing will :ippear. The edses are turned 
back and li.ehUy caught down with a 
needle and thread.

edge, cut through the hemstitching.
